Collinsvinlle, Okla., Sept. 
20.—For 
the second time in two days a law en­ 
forcement officer wras killed in a bat­ 
tle w i’h bootlegger#, 
when 
Deputy 
Sheriff Carl Starr of Rogers county 
was instantly killed and. Sheriff San­ 
ders was wounded late this afternoon 
in a pitched battle with three whisk­ 
ey men. 


The two officers had seized a wag­ 
on load of liquor about one mile north 


of town and were bringing the contra­ 
band back when three men drove up 
in a wagon and opened fire. 
Deputy 
S tarr was intsantly killed and San­ 
ders received a bullet in the 
arm. 
With one arm crippled the Sheriff re­ 
turned the fire, driving off the assail­ 
ants, two escaping and one being cap­ 
tured. 
Yesterday near Caney, Ran., R. Lee 
Bowman, a United States enforcement 
officer was killed in a similar battle.

FATALLY STABBED REPUBLICAN 
AT HOLDENVILLE—FEARED 
MOB VIOLENCE. 


Holdenville, Okla., Sept. 
22.—An­ 
nouncing that he was glad he killed 
a political enemy, and that he died 
an infidel, Berr Soh rim pedler, the so­ 
cialist who Saturday evening fatally 
stabbed Dave Swihart, following a so­ 
cialist meeting on 
the 
streets 
of 
Holdenville, hung himself in his cell 
abodl 2 o’clock Sunday morning in 
theSeminole county Jail at Wewoka 
where he had been taken Saturday 
night by Sheriff C. R. Edmonds, to 
avoid mob violence. 
It Is believed that the man, desper­ 
ately afraid that he would be a vic­ 
tim of a mob, or that in the end he 
would hang for his crime, decided he 
would “beat them to It.” It also is 
the opinion of officers that the man 
must have been insane 
because 
of 
portions 
of 
a 
letter 
written 
by 
Schrimpscher just before he rolled 
out of an upper bunk in the jail and 
broke his neck. 
The method of suicide was peculiar 
Schrimpscher tore up the blanket of 
his bed, tied one piece 
around 
his 
neck fastening it to the top of the 
cell, then tied his hands and feet to­ 
gether, pushed his feet through his 
hands so they would not touch the 
floor when he hung down. He merely 
rolled out of the bunk and death re­ 
sulted. 
Lynching.w as talked freely in Hold 
enville before the prisoner was re­ 
moved and the rum ors caused Sheriff 
Edmonds to take no chances. Ho re- 
mo 
Setrrtmpacher to Wewoka by 
automobile after 
which 
indignation 
subsided and there was no further 
danger of violence, although it is be­ 
lieved the prisoner still feared it. 
Glad He Killed Swihart. 
The letter left by Schrimpscher and 
addressed to his parents was as fol­ 
lows: 
“'Dear father, mother, brothers and 
sisters: 
My life is no good to me and I 
never cared anything for it, and I am 
glad I killed that man. Don’t even 
think of me when I'm dead for I died 
easy. Tell everybody I died an infidel 
and happy. Hope you will ail live and 
do well. Tell everybody to never try 
to run over a Schrimpscher. 
“I heard him say ‘Oh, my God,’ the 
first time I stabbed him but I fixed 
him and I don’t want to stand for the 
murder. Tell Edith (a sister) I love 
her but my life is gone now. Papa 
and mamma don’t grieve 
over 
my 
death for I had just as well die as 
anybody. I went into McSham’s and 
got the best knife he had just to kill 
that man. He said they had the best 
crowd but I showed him. From your 
own son,

Swihart Fatally Injured. 
The letter is in the hands of Sher­ 
iff Edmonds and will be sent to the 
parents of the dead man 
who 
was 
about 30 years of age and unm ar­ 
ried. His victim was about the same 
age but was married. 


Swihart, showing supreme 
nerve, 
was still alive Sunday afternoon and 
was taken on the afternoon tr^ n to 
Oklahoma Cj’y to a hoe etui 
all cut to pieces, however, one kid­ 
ney, the spleen and his spinal cord 
all being severed. The socialist stab­ 
bed him in the back and once the 
knife pierced through to the lungs. 
Local physicians believe he will die 
but he asserts he will get well. He is 
conscious at all times.

Cincinnati Lifts Bon on Auto Horns. 


Cincinnati, Ohio, 
Sept. 
24.—The 


traffic ordinance here which for sev- 
eral years has prevented motorists 
from usIKg all Kinds of- warning sig- 
nals except the hand-operated bulb 
horn has been repealed. The new law 
that supplants it goes into effect to- 
day. 


This provides that all automobiles 


must be equipped with signals cap- 
able of producing an "abrupt note, 
sufficiently loud to be heard under 
all conditions of traffic " It restricts 
their use, however, to times of act- 
ual necessity.

This was simply equivalent 
to exacting a license fee under guise 
of a fine, just as is often done in 
other large cities for permitting un- 
lawful places <of various kinds to 
nourish. iNow come the commission- 
ers and declare it shall be unlawful 
for a newspaper to give any public- 
ity to sports of this kind which they

Washington, 
Sept 
23.—It was 


practically decided Monday that Pros 
ident Taft soon will issue an execu- 
tive order placing 
all 
fourth-class 


postmasters in the classified service. 
This order, relieving 34,038 postmast- 
ers from the uncertainty of political 
appointment, will be one of the most 
comprehensive and far reaching, as 
affecting the civil service, ever is- 
sued. 


That the president would tak« this 


step, his first act toward putting in- 
to practice his often-expressed belief 
that all government officers below 
the grade of cabinet members should 
be removed from the influence of po- 
litics and placed under the civil ser- 
vice, became practically certain Mon- 
day, after a delegation %of postmasters 
from the annual convention at Rich- 
mond, Va., had been received at the 
White House and by Postmaster Gen- 
eral Hitchcock. The visitors submit- 
ted a monster petition, 
signed by 


about twenty thousand postmasters, 
asking that they be placed in the 
classified 
service. After 
discussing 


the matter 'briefly, President Taft re- 
ferred the matter to the 
executive 


committee. 


In a few more days, Mr. Hitchcock 


will submit to President Taft a rec- 
ommendation that their 
wishes be 


granted.
